Barrel for Feeding Slops 
Feeding slops, which are mixed to­ 
gether in a barrel, is quite a tedious task, 
as the stuff has to be dipped out of the 
barrel and fed to the hogs by the bucket­ 
ful. A much easier method of emptying j 
the barrel is shown in the drawing. The 
barrel is pivoted between two posts, se­ 
curely set into the ground. This is done 
by bolting or screwing around the barrel 
a heavy iron band, in whjch two short 
sections of shafting are mouhted to serve 
as pivots. A metal spout is nailed to the 
edge of the barrel at the mouth to facili­ 
tate pouring the slop. A wooden chute,

Windshields used on rear seats of auto­ 
mobiles are usually constructed of thick j 
plate glass and require a substantial 
metal frame to hold them in position. 
This heavy cdhstruction can be avoided j 
by making the shield of celluloid and j 
metal rod as shown in the drawing. It is 
easy to adjust and there will be no dan- j 
I ger of being cut by broken glass, should 
an accident occur. 
The framework is made of %-in. brasB 
rod, bent to the shape indicated. Iron I 
rod can also be used provided it is paint- j 
I ed to prevent rust. Four pieces of 
J celluloid are cut to fit inside of the frame. 
I These are sewed or glued to strips of 
I heavy rubberized or leatherized fabric, 
which is fouled over the frame and fas­ 
tened by means of snaps. 
. 
A good adhesive for gluing celluloid to 
cloth or leather is made by mixing 2 parts 
of shellacs 3 parts of spirits of camphor 
and 4 parts of alcohol. Tho fittings per­ 
manently attached to the inside of the 
boily to hold the windshield, are made of 
H-in. sheet brass.
